INSCROJENTS SURPRISED. 


Major Marsh's battalion surprised a 


trench full 
(j>f insurgents by coming 


upon their flank. They poured a terri- 
ble fire along the trench, slaughtering 
nearly all in it. Just before entering 
the town the Gatling did go 3d execu- 
tion by killing five of a part} that was 
guarding a broken bridge and after- 
wards swept the country beyond the 
town, driving a hundred and .fifty reb- 
els into the hills. Major Majfsh's bat- 
talion entered the town first and cap- 
tured a large battle flag that i 'as float- 
ing over a convent. Not a m tive was 
left in the town when the t«oops ar- 
rived, except a blind boy and one wo- 
man. 
Most of the survivors o! the in- 


surgent force are supposed to j have es- 
caped toward Magaldon or ijlagupan. 
It was impossible to pursue them fur- 
ther, as the troops were 
e^nausted, 


the ammunition was low and tlie troops 
had only two days' rations with them 
and no possibility of getting further 
supplies from San Fabian owing to the 
condition of the road.

camped for the night at San Jacinto. 


Five more rebels were killed during 


the night by the outposts. Among the 
bodies was found that of a lieutenant 
colonel, supposed to be in command of 
the troops at that point.

951 in opposition. The matter now 
goes to the legislature for final ap- 
proval and it Is said that a strong at- 
tempt will be made by persons inter- 
ested In the Fltchburg R-*R. and by 
others to obtain adverse action on tbe 
part of the legislature. There was 
some opposition on the part of the mi- 
nority because there were no printed 
ballots except those 
approving the 


lease, but President Bliss pointed out 
that these voting were at liberty to al- 
ter the printed ballots as they saw 
fit. 


The lease approved today is an 


amendment to the first lease offered 
to the stockholders, but which through 
the opposition of Director Charles S. 
Sargent, was not brought up for ap- 
proval. 


Mr. Sargent succeeded in 
getting 


better terms from the New'York <|en- 
tral and for this the stockhelders to- 
day gave him a hearty vote of thanks. 


The amended lease provides for the 


payment of $5,600.000 to tbe Boston 
and Albany stockholders, in addition 
to the "8 per1 cent annual dividend 
guaranteed. The amount formerly de- 
cided upon was $4,000,000.

GERMANS IN AUTHORI1Y. 


Withdrawal of British and American 


Supervision in Samoa, Leaves 


Germans Practically 


Aloro. 


Washington, Dec^ZT: The British 


government has acted' upon the agree- 
ment and treaties for the partition of 
Samoa, and has withdrawn the super- 
visory authority which it has exercised 
of late years In common with Germany 
and the United States. This probably 
account's for tbe recent report from 
Samoa that the German flag had been 
raised, as the withdrawal of British 
influence leaves the Germans practical- 
ly alone in authority, the United States 
having, withdrawn its sphere of influ- 
ence to Tutuila, although this branch 
of the agreement has not been ratified 
yet by the United States Senate. So 
far as Germany and Great Brita n are 
concerned, their interests were settled 
in a treaty to which tbe United States 
was:not a party! This treaty provided 
for British withdrawal from the is- 
lands of Upola and Savaii ank the 
German transfer to Great Britain of 
certain Islands in the South Pacific. 
This treaty has already gone into ef- 
fect, as it was not delayed by the re- 
quirement of submission to the United 
States Senate; and, acting on it, the 
British authorities have withdrawn 
their supervisory participation in the 
government of Samoa. For the-pres- 
emV~howeyer, the British consular offi- 
cers remain there, as the foreign coun- 
tries are likely to continue their |con- 
suls in Samoa, even though these offi- 
cials no longer carry on the government 
of the islantls.

A GREAT MAP. 


No feature 01 the American exhibit 


at the Paris Exposition will he of 
greater Interest than the huge topo- 
graphical map of Greater New York 
which Is now being constructed under 
the supervision of Louis A. Risse, 
chief topographical engineer of the 
Board of Public Improvements. Notice 
has" Just been given that alll exhibits 
must be received at Paris before Feb. 
ruary 1, that they may be catalogued, 
and the draughtsmen are working 
night and day to g«t the work done In 
time. 
' 


"There is really six months1 work 


still before us, said Mr. Risse, "but I 
believe we can get through with It this 
month. Sometimes I have been sorry 
we undertook it at all. Three years 
would not be too much time to spend 
on a map like that, and we have had 
barely six months.1 Last July I sug- 
gested to the Board of Aldermen that 
such a map would be as interesting 
and instructive an exhibit as the city 
could send to the Paris Expositlon.An 
appropriation of $10,000 was made for 
the purpose, and our work was begun 
immediately. It 
would, of course, 


have been entirely impossible but for 
the data contained in the maps and 
surveys all ready in our possession, 
especially the complete triangulatio.i 
of the greater city made in 1893. and 
we supplemented these by the work of 
a field party of eight men. 


"We thus have kept twenty men at 


work on the map, twelve draughts- 
men and these eight field men. If pos- 
sible, I want to have the map finish- 
ed in time to be exhibited for a few 
days at least in this city. We might 
make engraved copies for sale. I be- 
lieve that such a map would sell, and 
that we could pay off most of the ex- 
penses in tuis way. After the Paris 
Exposition is over, I think the new 
Public Library will be the best place 
to deposit the map." 
, 


When the seven sections of extra 


heavy paper, backed -aith linen, are 
joined together, the map will be twen- 
ty-four by twenty-eight 
feet, on a 


scale of 600 feet to the inch. It v,ill 
snow not only the parks, streets, piers, 
ferries, and railway lines, but also the 
contour lines and elevations of everv 
point In the city and every (single) 
juilding in Greater |New York. Be 
sides showing in such extraordinary 
detail what the city is at present, it 
will also indicate all street systems 
proposed or in process of construction 
n any of the boroughs. Besides the 
territory withii the city limits, it in- 
cludes Yonkers Mt. Vernon and New 
Rochelle on the north, Sandy Hoo!: 
and the forti [cations on the south, 
and part of New Jersey on the west. 
In all it embraces no less than a thou- 
sand square miles of country.

It has not yet been decided 
whether to show these on a mural 
table or to print /them in pamphlet 
form for public distribution.

THE OPENING BUSINESS. 


Mr. Locke at the 
close of his re-

have read a paper on .educational work 
of the women's clubs! President Locke 
called on Mrs. H. M. Estabrook of Or-

*?* able paper on the state traveling 
library. Mrs. Estabrook 
introduced 


her subject with a brief history of the 
movement in this state. It was! first 
thought of by a woman's club In Pair- 
field and afterwards discussed by the 
Maine Federation of Women's clubs, 
after which it was presented in the leg- 
islature and the bill was defeated. It 
was brought up again at the next ses- 
sion and an act was passed providing 
that any free library in the I state or 
any library association migh,t on the 
payment of ten. cents per volume, re- 
ceive from the state 
library books, 


which might not be kept for more than 
six {months. A commission was appoint- 
ed by the governor and council con- 
sisting of four persons, one for each 
congressional district, to further the 
movement and to make rules for the 
carrying ou of the work. 


Under the statute providing for this 


traveling library, the library or library 
association receiving the books from 
the state must pay for them at the rate 
of $5 for 50. This price really pre- 
\ ents many of the smaller plantations 
and townships where the books are 
most needed, from 
having them, be- 


cause to the limited number of persons 
using the books, f 5 is & sum that is not 
too often seen. 


The librarian has received more calls 


for books than he can supply and it 
would seem that the state at the next 
meeting of the legislature oughjt to 
make some provision for the future 
of the work which would enable the 
commjs'sion to carry it on more suc- 
cessfully. Mrs. Estabrook closed with 
an appeal to the friends of the move- 
ment, and to the society to give their 
hearty support to anything which may 
help on in this movement in the cause 
of education. 
' 


SUPERINTENDENT STETSON. 
Hon. W. W. Stetson, of Auburn, state 


superintendent of schools, was the next 
speaker. His subject 
was 
"What 


Next?" and this meant the futur? de- 
•velopment of the educational 
system. 


Mr. Stetson spoke in part as follows' 


We have passed through two of a 


trinity of stages. We have had the tu- 
tor, the student, the hermit, the .re- 
cluse aaid in the older days the clerk. 


This{personage as an educator is no 


longer in existence 
and the modern 


educator has taken his place. We are 
now passing through the furor and dif- 
ficulties incident to such a system. The 
colleges are put upon to educate the 
world at large. The colleges are there- 
fore putting much of their work on 
the high schools, the high schools on 
the grammar schools and so on, until 
at last one more step will place the 
work of education where it originally 
was—in the home. 


The modern educator is passing away 


—he is not in the future to hold such 
a large place in the world. 


The common school teacher is to be 


the educator of the future. The teach- 
er of the scbool who Knows the chil- 
dren, now understands the children, is 
going to be the adviser of the present 
education. 


She is going to take the place she 


ought to take in the work of civiliza- 
tion. The boys and girls in Aroostook 
are necessary to ygjf who enjoy steam 
heat and the electric light, because 
when they are educated thej will know 
how to enjoy the things you 
make 


here in Bangor and they will be able 
to buy. 


We do not need to go to the far west 


to do our work of education. We have 
eighty unorganized townships here in 
this state. There is plenty of work to 
be done right here. 


What we need is a larger, kindlier 


interest in humanity. We can get along 
without the swallow tail, but we can- 
not get along without the sound, clean, 
wholesome man who goes to his work 
pleasantly and quiettf every morning 
and home the same way every night. 


We are on the threshold of the great- 


est era the world has ever seen, 
and 


to meet it nobly we must study the 
best methods of education, which is the 
true basis of civilization. 


At the close of Superintendent Stet- 


son's speech the meeting adjourned un- 
til 9.30 this morning in the high school 
building on Harlow street

Horse Breeder, J. C. Curley, S V. S., of 
Springfield, Mass ,had the following to 
saj^regarding faulty action: 


After 30 years of practical experience 


and study, I find thousands of men 
throughout this country who own valu- 
able horses in deep trouble on account 
of the faulty action of their horse or 
horses, and while tbe art of veterina- 
rian science is taught and brought al- 
most, if not quite, to perfection by our 
many colleges, yet the young man is 
graduated and goes forth to the world 


ithout knowing how to cure faulty 


action. We are told the horseshoer is 
supposed to do all this, which is a sad 
mistake, as, after several hundred 
years, the shoer who thoroughly un- 
derstands the anatomy of the ho-se's 
foot and who can' cure the several 
faulty actions of the horse Is a hard 
man to find.
